deadly disease germs—these are the 
things that are in store if it is indeed 
true that mankind has not yet learned 
the lesson. And preceding these must

THE GREAT WAR BOOKS 


The war has 
been 
over for two 
years but some of the most important 
of the material which historians will 
use in writing their accounts of it is 
not yet available. 
Only a few of the 
principal actors in the drama have set 
down in black and white their ac­ 
counts of the great events in which 
they had a part, and of those who 
have performed this task only two or 
three have made contributions of more 
than 
secondary 
importance. 
The 
greatest and the most important of the 
war books are still to come. 
Undoubtedly the one to which the 
people of this country will look for­ 
ward with the greatest interest and 
probably the one that will have the 
greatest parmanent value will be writ­ 
ten by President Wilson. 
It is said 
that the president’s physical condition 
gives good ground for the expectation 
that he will be able to perform the 
task with complete adequacy. Recent 
events have made it certain that there 
will be a number of other notable con­ 
tributors to the history of the war and 
its immediate aftermath. Among these 
happenings, for instance, is the con­ 
troversy 
raging 
in 
France 
over 
the circuinstances of Foch’s elevation 
to the supreme command of the Allied 
armies. 
Foch, 
Petain, 
Clemenceau 
and Haig have all been brought into 
(this discussion, 
which 
is 
doubtless 
’merely a forerunner of others which 
will develop later. 
It is certain that 
the expression of 
conflicting views 
and the narration of conflicting ac­ 
counts will lead some and perhaps all 
of these men, and doubtless others of 
the foremost statesmen and soldiers 
of the war period, to write and pub­ 
lish 'their reminiscences. 
One wanders whether Mr. Lloyd 
George will be among the number of 
these. In many respects he is the most 
remarkable of all the giants of the 
war time and his story would certain­ 
ly not be the least interesting.

whereas most of the others have laid 
aside or will soon lay aside their bur­ 
dens and will thus 
have 
leisure to 
fWiita their books, Mr. Lloyd George 
is still far too busy for anything of the 
sort and seems likely to continue very 
busy for a considerable time to come.

8erea College Owns Many Acres of 
Forest and Boasts It Never Cuts 
Sound Timber. 


Berea college, at the foot of the 
Cumberland mountains, in Kentucky, 
has the unique distinction of owning 
two mountains, 4,000 acres <jf forest, 
its own sawmill, but never cutting a 
sound tree, writes Marie Dickore in 
tile American Forestry Magazine. This 
wood is used for the college, for pow­ 
er, for heat and in the many cozy fire- 
places in the dormitories and in the 
great open fireplace .which delights 
every traveler who stops at Boone tav­ 
ern. 
The sawmill, as well as the 4,000 
j acres of forest reserve, provides not 
only ample practical experience for 
the students, but also actual labor for 
those students who work for their edu­ 
cation. 
Tile sawmill is operated by 
steam, and, like every other .Industry 
at Berea college, is run by* students, 
who work at least two consecutive 
hours per day under the supervision of 
a superintendent of labor, who In 
turn is responsible to the dean of 
labor. 
Students at Berea are given the op­ 
portunity to earn their expenses, and 
they may select the work, which is 
paid for at the regular rates according 
to the student’s ability and efficiency. 
As every student In the college must 
work the minimum of two hours per 
day, suitable occupation must bef pro­ 
vided by Hie dean of labor and in the 
forestry department the students are 
very happy paroling the forest, Mark­ 
ing the dead timber, hauling the fallen 
timber to the sawmill, cutting I^ there 
Into the required lengths, and then 
hauling the logs to wherever needed 
on the campus. 
No sound timber is 
cut, as there is enough of the other 
to supply all needs.

“We find these boys who answer­ 
ed every call of the war W’ith glow­ 
ing patriotism, confronting a man 
who in the war was under 
the 
surveillance of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
While they were fighting 
boldly at the front, Townley 
was 
among those who worked to defeat 
the country at home. He represen­ 
ted the class more difficult to deal 
with at home than the hun in the 
open. 
“With his specious appeals 
to 
class hatred he opposed every ef­ 
fort that the government was mak­ 
ing to prosecut the war. 
He and 
his tribe 
opposed 
appropriations 
for the w'ar supplies and war ma­ 
terials upon which the very life of 
those American Legion boys 
de­ 
pended at that hour. In the early 
days of the war their attitude dis­ 
couraged voluntary 
enlistments, 
discouraged 
the selective service 
law, and tended to prevent the gov­ 
ernment from meeting all its obli­ 
gations to the period. Lacking the 
courage to go to war for Germany, 
they became in effect German em 
mi usa ries in the rear. 
“It is a reflection upon our sur­ 
prising patience as a people that 
j Townley and his fellow agitators 
I should have received any consider 
able welcome at Salina. 
It would 
be even more surprising if these 
American Legion boys did not pro­ 
test against the efforts of Townley 
to re-establisli in the days of peace 
the class hatred with 
which 
he 
sought 
to 
render insecure 
the 
life of the government in its days 
of peril. 
“The former service men aro op­ 
posing Townleyism 
with 
orderly 
propaganda and so long as they ex­ 
press their opposition to Townley­ 
ism with the brave self restraint 
which they now exhibit, the state 
will have every reason to be grate­ 
ful. 
1 
“This effort of Townley’s comes 
at a time when he might expect to 
gain headway in Kansas. There is 
discontent over 
the 
unfortunate 
conditions which have come to the 
farmer in the period of reconstruc­ 
tion. There is obvious need for the 
gravest attention on the part of the 
state and national governments to 
such relief measures as will be af­ 
fective in helping him to bear the 
burden of conditions for which he 
is not responsible. Townley, with 
his 
class-minded 
claptrap, 
will 
doubtless cause some men to feel 
that he has a remedy and some will 
fall victims lo the extent of giving 
Townley $18 for membership in his 
league. 
“I am in sympathy with every 
honest effort to aid the farmer. 
I 
believe that the forthcoming legis­ 
lative session should give the most 
constructive attention to his prob­ 
lems, which involve credit, cooper­ 
ative marketing 
and 
protection 
against damaging conditions, but I 
share with the legion the 
belief 
that Townleyism means merely the 
effort to work upon the prejudices 
for the purpose of creating a class 
warfare which will benefit no one, 
except as it may enrich the pockets 
of Townley and his crowd to the 
extent of the membership fees. 
“It is an effort to spread to ag­ 
riculture the same spirit that I. W. 
W. has spread to labor. 
“In this state for 
months 
its 
state organizer bas not 
been 
a 
farmer, but a labor agitator, who 
performs no other labor. 
“It is merely another effort on 
the part of those who do not farm 
to “farm the farmer.’’
